And whereas difficulties have arisen and may from 
time to time arise, as well in recovering debts which 
may grow due to the said Society or Partnership 
called The London Life Association, as in prose- 
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cuting persons who may steal or embezzle the property 
of, or who may commit or be guilty of any other 
offence against, or with intent to injure or defraud, 
the said Society or Partnership, as by law all the 
several subscribers or proprietors to and in such 
Society or Partnership must in such cases sue and 
prosecute by their several and distinct names and 
descriptions :

An Act for 
registering the Grants of Life Annuities^ and for the 
better Protection of Infants against such Grants, 
whereby it was and is required that a Memorial of

the time therein mentioned, be inrolled in the High 
Court of Chancery, and that such Memorial should, 
among other particulars, contain the Names of all 
the parties, and for whom any of them were 
Trustees :
